'tariat on the Russian basis. 


The Russian revolution -was first made possible 


by the demand of the-peasants for tho right to 
buy and own property, in their name. That right 
ha.s always existed in America.

ble in Russia because of .centuries of failure on 
the-part of the Russian autocracy to give thought 
to the education of the proletariat—the indigent, 
half-starved serfs, afterward tenants and human 
cattle. .
